Many, we 
think, wpre stolen, and otl.crs had gone 
into neighboring flocks. 


On another part of our farm, we had 


a flock of fall blood hens bred to a half 
wild torn. These turkeys staid where 
they belonged, and the poults were the 
strongest and healthiest we had ever 
seen. Tho only drawback to this cross 
we found was a habit they have when 
first hatched of running off into the 
grass and hiding when anything fright 


to their mother. This is serious if the 
grass is wet. and if they lose their way, 
which might often be the case. 


i now have tried raising one-fourth, 


one-eighth and one-sixteenth wild tur- 
keys, and taking them altogether much 
prefer the one-eighth—that, is, a quarter 
wild torn bred to pure Bronze hens.

The next step will be the opening up o 
lite borrow pits, and tbcse should b 
tivated the same as the base of the dai 
—tbat is, all tbe surface soil removed 
ilie most impervious earth will be th 
clay subsoil ai:d the least the surfac 
soil. The ideal earth for this eonstm< 
tion is clar with a moderate proportic 
of sand or fine gravel.

that it may be well packed by tl 
tramping of the teams and tools. Abou 
one foot and net more than two will b 
the best for results. The slopes are mo*

dace the; proper slopes on both face autl 


x nf the rtara. The top of a dam of 


any considerable size should be left 
wide enough and to spare to allow-of 
thenseof teams and tools for there- 
pair of the inevitable settlements, wbich 
-will always be the greatest at the heav- [ 
lest parts of the work.

feet, on the top of a dam is considered 
absolutely necessary, and 20 feet is bet- 
ter.

Earthen dams will not allow of water, 


passing over them, and it is dangerous 
to attempt to provide spillways through 
them. The best plan is to build the dam 
enough above flood line to insure safety 
and allow the waste water to spill 
around the ends of tbe dam and,' if pos- 
sible, over unbroken sod. For dams that 
are.to retain water to a depth of 10 01 
35 feet a margin of 8 feet, above floixl 
line-will be safe, and for those above 
that not less than 5 feet is allowable. 
One of the most vital points for safety 
is the adequacy of the spillway. At the 
final completion of the dam a facing oi 
the water side with riprap will be an 
econoiiiy in preventing tbe further loss 
of earth by wave action. While this is 
not always absolutely necessary, it is 
very desirable.
